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MINUTES OF THE CITY COUNCIL
CITY OF AUSTIN, TEXAS
Regular Meeting

June 29, 1950

Council Chamber, City Hall

The meeting was called to order with Mayor Glass presiding:

Roll Call:

Councilman Long moved that since copies of the minutes of the last

meeting of the City Council have been furnished Council members by the City Clerk

the reading of the minutes be dispensed with and that the minutes be adopted
as read in the Clerk's report. Upon being duly seconded by Councilman Drake,
the motion wgs unanimously adopted by the Council and the minutes so aspproved.

The recommendations submitted by the Building Code Committee under
date of May 31, 1950, were considered by the Council. The recommendabions
were ag follows! :

Bach house, building, or part of building or structure, hereinafter
congtructed or szltered, to contain one or more dwelling units, as that
term is hereinafter defined, shall conférm to the requirements herein
set forth,

1. The term "dwelling unit!" shall mean s building or part of a
building or structure designed or intended for occupancy as & separate
hous ekeeping unit, including space for sleeping, for eating, and for
the preparation of food. .

2. Bach dwelling unit, as herein defined, shall have a minimum
area of 240 square feet of floor space, permanently enclosed and roofed.

3., Fach dwelling unit, as herein defined, must be designed and con-
structed to provide a semrate room or compartment with permanent floor,
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other than earth, and permanent roof, completely enclosed, and sep-
arated from the remainder of such dwelling unit by pefmanent walls from
floor %o ceiling or roof, directly connected with and having its only
entrance from the remainder of the permenently enclosed part of such
dwelling unit, in which room or compartment shall be provided and in-
stalled a water closet, lavatory, and bathtub or shower.

4, fThe room containing the water clogset, lavatory and bath or
shower shall be provided with a window, or opening for light and ven-
tilation, of an area of not less than 1/10th of the total floor ares
of such room, except where adequete mechanical light end ventilation are
provided. Such window or opening shall be comple tely screensd with
screening of not less than 16 wires per inch each way.

5. ZBach dwelling unit, as herein defined, must be designed and
constructed to provide for & sink instelled in some part of such dwell-
ing unit other than the room or compariment c0ntain1ng the water closet,
or bathing facilities.

6. Each plumbing fixture, ineluding water closets, lavatories,
bathtubs, showers and sinke, shall be connected by adequate wasie and
drainage lims of type and design prescribed by the ordinances of the
City of Austin to a sanitary sewer, if available, or to an outside sep~-
tic tank, the design and installation of which is approved by the City
Health Officer of the City of Austin. In the event the septic tank is
used, the waste or drainage line from the sink must be so connected sc
as to permit the affluent from such sink to be passed through a grease
trap before entering the meptic tank, or dralin field.

Councilman MacCorkle moved that the City Attorney be instructed to draw
up an ordinsnce including the ebove recommendetioms. The motion, seconded by
Councilmen Long, carried by the following votey

The City Manager submitted a memorandum from the City Health Officer
recommending that the LU-TEX PRODUCTS, INC., be given a permit to bring meat
into Austin, subject to Veterinary inspection. The City Manager recommended
that the permit be issued wlth the provision that they followed the U.S. Standard
on mest the same that our Federal Inspector follows. Councilmen Long moved that
the recommendation of the City Mansger and City Health Officer be upheld and
the permit be granted. The motion, seconded by Councilmen Johuson, carried by
the following vote:

The Council discussed the matter of the City accepting only Federally
inspected meats. The Health Officer was asked to check into all sources of meat;
and if there was any doubt about it, perhaps the City should go back to only
federally inspected meat. Dr. Primer stated it was the safest, but to stipulate
that would be saying the inespectione of City Health Unite over the State were no
gOOd.o




Councilman Johnson inguired about truckers bringing produce into Austin
and peddling it around town. Dr. Primer stated he did not know of any particular
cases, but would investigate.

MR. KEN RIDER inquired sbout changing the perking at -700:East 1lth Streef

to thirty-minute parking at the new office of Von Boeckmen Jones. The Traffic
Department stated this matter was being investigated, and a report would be ready
to submit to the Council the next week. :

The Mayor ingquired from MR. RIDER the resction of the neighborhood to
the Planning Board's recommendation of the proposed park at Wilshire Boulevard
and Airport Boulevard. It was suggested that the group get together with the
Plenning Board and Council and work somethbing out, so that the property could be
dedicated as a Park.

Councilmen Long inquired sbout the progress of filling up the man-made
leke on MR. M. H. CROCKETT'S property off of Alrport Boulevard and 52nd Street.
The City Manager stated an investigation had been made, and it was an jmpossi~
bility to drein it; and it would have to be filledin; that it was on private
property, The Mayor stated thet Mr. Crockett had indicated he would give the
lake end land to the City for recrestion, and inquired if it would be of eny
value. The Mayor stated he thought sddit ional yroperty should be given along
with the lake to make & good park. Other locations with large holes were named,
ard inquiry made if the City should fill them in. The City Manager stated it was
not the City's responsibility to fil1 in holes on private property.

MR, RALPH HUGH SMITH, 81 Chalmers Avenue, appesled to the Council for
permission to drive & texi-cab. Councilman Drake, upon recommendation of the
Chief of Police, moved that RALPH HUGH SMITH be granted 90-dey probational permit
to drive a taxi-cab, and to report to the Chif of Police each Saturday.
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The motion, seconded by Councilmen Dreke, cearried by the following vote:

An inquiry was made regarding texi-cab meters that had been ordered, but
not recelvwed yet, and what effect would that have on the Taxi-cperstors.

He stated he
was required to pay both the County Police and City Police. 1t was stated this
would be a regponsibility of the Sheriff, and that the City Mansger could work
this matter out with the Police Department, the Sheriff, and LAVADA DURST.

The City Mansger stated the State Health Department had asked the Clty
to set up a Health Advisory Board; and asked if it were agreecable to the Council,
he would zo shead and appoint the Board, The Council stated it desired to ¢o-
operate with the State Health Department.

Phe Southern Union Ges Company is hereby put upon notice that the City

of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths nay not be required at special polnts. Vhen the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite informetion upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days before
such information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put
upon notice that they wlll be required to bear the expense of repairs of replace-
" ment of any underground utility dammged during the constmuction of lines named

in this resolution.

AND THAT wheneéver pavement is cut in the vieinity of a fire plug, water
must be uged at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

PHAT the work and laying of said ges mains, including the excavation in
the streets, and the restoration and malntenance of sald streets after sald
maing have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
franchises granted to said company by the City of Austin,
